In the process, the metal 
supports are pulled off (these 
hold the derrick to the foun­ 
dation), then a saw cuts one 
of the legs. After wires are 
pleased in the direction in

3art of the cut leg «* knocked 
off, leaving only a thin board 
or support.

;aw cuts the leg which is op­ 
posite the thin, remaining 
support. Then Reed, with a 
sledge hammer, veiling "here 
she POPS," knocks the sup­ 
port off. and there she went.

"One time." Reed said. "I 
had a derrick fall the wrong 
wav. it hit a ir>00 barrel tank, 
making a mess of everything. 

Another time, back in 
a hoard was loose and 

'lit me. knocking me. 72 feet 
fo the ground. That's how 1 
hurt my leer here." the 2"> 
y<*ar demolition man said.

"We've done this kind of 
work for so long, it doesn't 
even bother us anymore." he 
said. "If the derrick's pop­ 
ping and making alot of noise 
we know everything is fine; 
the second it stops making last 
racket, we know we'd better 
run," he concluded.
